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ABSTRACT 

This report describes activities of the program 
TRAILS (Training and Assistance for Indian Library Services), funded 
from September 1985 to January 1987 by Title II, Part B of the Higher 
Education Act, to provide training, guidance, and direction to 506 
American Indian tribes and Alaskan Native communities for improvement 
of public library and information services on reservations and in 
villages. Tribes were assisted in applying for Library Services and 
Construction Act (LSCA) Title IV basic and special grants and 
provided with training to improve tribal libraries. Eleven program 
tasks described include establishing an advisory group; determining 
short-term training needs, models, and assistance activities; 
conducting training programs in 12 locations in 7 states; developing 
a procedures manual which was distributed to approximately 500 
American Indian and Alaskan Native villages; providing assistance, 
guidance, and consultation; disseminating program practices and 
procedures; and participating in 12 professional and educational 
conferences. The report concludes that tvidian tribes and Alaska 
Natives need technical assistance and training on a continuing basis 
and recommends establishment of a permanent National Indian Library 
Center. The report lists advisory group members, training 
locat ions/da tes/number of participants, training program 
participants, location of site visits, presentations at professional 
meetings, American Indian tribes participating in Title IV LSCA, and 
meeting agendas* (LFL)

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EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 



The U.S. Department of Education, Office of Educational Research 
and Improvement, Library Programs avarded a contract to the 
University of Oklahoma's School of Library and Information 
Studies to provide training and assistance to American Indians 
and Alaskan Natives for improvement of public library and 
information services on their reservations and in their villages. 
The contract operated under the acronym TRAILS (Training and 
Assistance for Indian Library Services) from September 10, 1985 
to January 10, 1967. 

Assistance was provided through the use of toll free vats lines, 
written communication and site visits. Training was provided 
through workshops conducted at twelve locations in seven states. 
Dissemination of TRAILS' services was carried out by addressing 
national Indian organizations and library conferences and 
meetings. A Tribal Library Procedures Manual was developed and 
distributed to approximately 300 American Indian and Alaskan 
Native villages. 

The 1934 revision of the Library Services and Construction Act 
has stimulated a lot of tribal library activity. This report 
concludes that Indian tribes and Alaskan Natives need technical 
•••istance and training on a continuing basis. It is therefore 
recommended that a permanent National Indian Library Center be 
established. 
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INTRODUCTION 

The purpott of the TRAILS program was to provide training, 
guidance and direction to 506 American Indian tribes and Alaskan 
Native communities for the improvement of public library and 
information eervicee on their reservation* and in their villages. 
Tribes were to be assisted in applying for the LSCA Title IV 
Basic and Special grants and provided with training to develop, 
expand and improve tribal libraries. 

TRAILS was created in response to an RFP issued by th<* U.S. 
Department of Education for an outside contractor to provide 
technical assistance to tribes and Alaskan Natives for a 14 month 
period. The need for such a program grew out of the 1984 
revision and extension of the Library Services and Construction 
Act (LSCA). A new Title IV—Library Services for Indian Tribes 
made LSCA grants available directly to Indian tribes for 
development, improvement and expansion of tribal libraries. 

Funded under the Higher Education Act Title II -B, a contract 
was awarded to the University of Oklahoma's School of Library and 
Information Studies for the period Sep Lumber 10, 1983 to November 
10, 1986. Later, a no cost extension continued the program until 
January 10, 1987. 

Program activities are described in the following 
descriptive analyses of the eleven major tasks specified in the 
original RFP 'a work statement. 

TASK ONE. ESTABLISHMENT OP AN ADVISORY GROUP. 

In consultation with the Department of Education's project 
officer S persons were selected and agreed to serve an the TRAILS 
Advisory Group. In compliance with stipulations of the RFP, they 
represented diverse constituencies as well as geographic regions 
of the country. Two were Native American (Mathews and Roggia) 
and each has served as president of the American Indian Library 
Association. One (Higgins) had extensive experience in training 
and educating Native Americans in professional skills. He 
represented the library and information science community. 
Another (McCracken) had a background in public and state 
libraries in several western states. The other member of the 
Group (Geiman) provided valuable knowledge of Alaska and its 
Native population. Two persons were asked to serve In a liaison 
capacityt Mary Alice Reszetar represented the National 

Commission on Libraries and Information Science and Sylvia 
Paibiscff the University of Oklahoma's School of Library and 
Information Studies.

TASK TWO. DETERMINATION OF SHORT TERM TRAINING NEEDS, SHORT TERM 
TRAINING MODELS, AND ASSISTANCE ACTIVITIES. 

Six weeks after the TRAILS program began, a survey was sent 
to every tribe. The instrument contained questions related to 
the status of each tribes' library, the size of the collection, 
budget, educational level of personnel and training needs. 

The third issue of the TRAILS Update mailed to tribes also 
contained a list of suggested training topics and space for 
additional ones on a tear off section to be returned to the 
TRAILS office. 

A combined total of seventy three tribes responded (from a 
possible total of 290). Results are presented in Figure 1.

In several casts calls were received from state library 
representatives ( Calif ornia, Washington ), tribal (Montana) or 
library association officers (New Mexico) requesting a training 
workshop be held in the state* The best location for sites were 
discussed and agreed upon. 

TRAILS then mailed flyers with workshop information and 
agenda to every tribe in each state preceding the workshop. A 
return tear off registration on the flyer gave only a partial 
indication of expected attendance. In some states calls were 
made to tribes following distribution cf the flyers. In Alaska 
and California the state library made all local arrangements, did 
the mailings and, in consultation with TRAILS, developed the 
agenda. 

It was impossible to predict the skill level of the 
participants. Generally the tribal people who attended had 
little or no training or formal education in librarianship so 
training was focused on that level. At the same time, however, 
most sessions also had professional, non-Indian librarians from 
county, local or state library systems present. These attendees 
were there because they wanted to know how they could cooperate 
with tribal libraries or were interested in Native American 
library development. The outcome of the mix of highly skilled 
non-Indian librarians and the unskilled tribal persons proved to 
have some very positive unintended consequences. TRAILS received 
some calls following workshops which indicated in several 
instances anglo individuals were committing a great deal of 
personal time toward assisting a tribal library. Some of them 
offered to train the tribal person in a kind of practicum 
situation. 

A factor which made fashioning the training sessions solely 
on basic library skills inadequate was that many tribes do not 
have a "librarian". The tribal people who came to workshops 
ranged from tribal chairmen and administrators to clerkn. Some 
were Interested primarily in how to write and submit the grant 
applications while other really wanted to learn basic library 
skills. As a result th<» training model that was developed has a 
range of topics reflecting the disparate interests. 

At each training session a representative from the state 
library was asked to make a presentation. This served to acquaint 
the tribal people with services provided by the state library and 
to acquaint the state library person with the tribal representa- 
tives. This appeared to be mutually beneficial. 

Knowing of the intense interest in archives among tribes and 
knowing that most state libraries also have archivists, the 
workshops more than one day in length included a presentation by 
an archivist. This proved enormously popular and it is expected 
that some follow-up will develop in that area.

Activities designed to achieve this task took four 
approaches. They were: 1) The establishment of a toll-free WATS 
Line, 2) Mailings and Correspondence, 3) Site Visits, 4) Personal 
Consultation. 

The two toll-free Wats lines were used extensively by tribal 
administrators. A majority of the technical assistance provided 
by TRAILS was done by telephone. Types of assistance requested 
ranged from the esoteric to the pragmatic. Near Basic and 
Special Project grant deadlines, telephone use was extremely 
heavy. Figure 2 indicates the number of long distance telephone 
calls made and received by month.

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The number of site visits were limited due to distance and 
time involved. The largest number of request for on-site 
assistance came from Oklahoma tribes- -none of whom had a library 
Those visited were within easy driving distance of the TRAILS 
o£±±cm. Since all of the Oklahoma sites listed below were 
starting a library, the on-site visit involved viewing facilities 
and making recommendations for long range library development. 
Follow up was done by telephone. Other site visits were made in 
conjunction with short term training programs. Table 2 lists 
locations of site visits.

A few Oklahoma tribal administrators came to the TRAILS 
office for lengthy consultation. In eaoh case they were starting 
a tribal library and needed a graad deal of guidance and 
assistance. Tribes represented in office vlslta were the 
Comanche, Cheyenne-Arapahoe, Otoe Missouria and Delaware. 



TASK SEVEN. DISSEMINATION OF PROGRAM PRACTICES AND PROCEDURES. 

Soon after beginning operation September 10, 1985, a two 
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page announcement of TRAILS 9 a services was mailed to all tribes 
and state libraries. 

Indian organizations were contacted to get dates and 
locations of their annual conferences. The TRAILS Program 
Director asked to be placed on the agenda of an October joint 
meeting of the NCAI— National Congresc of American Indians and 
the NTCA — National Tribal Chairmen's Association in Tulsa. 
Several hundred TRAILS Fact Sheets were distributed at the 
meeting and the Director met with a number of tribal chairmen in 
the course of the conf er^nc*. A formal presentation was also 
made. The Director was ciso placed on the agenda for the 1986 
meeting in Phoenix. No better opportunity could have presented 
itself than this one where almost all tribal chairmen meet. The 
meeting generated a large number of tribal inquiries about the 
LSCA IV grants. 

The Director was invited to make presentations at several 
other conferences and meetings. A list of these appear under 
Task Number a. 

Several hundred TRAILS Fact Sheets were sent to the NIEA-- 
National Indian Education Association's national meeting to be 
distributed as part of the registration packet. They were also 
distributed at the annual meeting of the Alaskan Federation of 
Natives. Some Indian organizations picked up the press release 
or the fact sheet and published the information in their 
newsletters. 

The university issued a press release which appeared in 
several newspapers and journals.

In January, 1986 the Director was a guest on a television 
program, •Voices From the Tribes • carried on Oklahoma City's ABC 
affiliate, KQCO-TV. The producers estimate the popular program 
has a viewing audience of SO, 000* 

In February she was featured on a 30-minute radio broadcast, 
"The Native American Speaks*, which is carried by 4 Oklahoma 
radio stations. Both of the appearances generated telephone 
inquiries about technical assistance. 

Every opportunity to talk with Indian organizations ' 
officers and state library directors was taken. Both types of 
institutions showed a great deal of interest in TRAILS ' 
activities and Invariably offered their support and cooperation. 
The Anadarko Area Of f ice of the Bureau of Indian Affairs sent 
notices to all their tribes following 4 a meeting with the 
officials there. 
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A meeting with the Department of Interior's Library 
Director , Phil Haymond, and Mary Ellen Keck, of the Department's 
Information Resources Management, was arranged to discuss 
possible areas of cooperation and to discuss tribal library 
development* 

The net effect of the dissemination efforts was that TRAILS 
never lacked for requests for assistance—even until the last 
week of TRAILS Contract.

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PART III. SUMMARY, CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS. 



LSCA IV has stimulated the development of public library 
service on reservation*. As Indian tribes achieve self 

determination, the tribal library is becoming an integral part of 
tribal operations,. Although the potential for extended library 
services on reservations is unlimited, there are currently many 
problems. A major problem is the short amount of time between 
receipt of LSCA IV applications and closing dates. This is 
particularly true in Alaska where mail delivery is unpredictable. 
A problem also exists with routing applications to the 
appropriate person within the tribal administration. Often 
tribal chairmen are elected, unpaid officials with irregular 
office hours. Kail addresa^d to them may not receive immediate 
attention. For these reasons an extended application period is 
recommended. Other problems are the lack of tribal people with 
library education or training, insufficient funding, frequent 
turnover in personnel at ail levels* of tribal government, and 
other problems shared by all people who live in rural, isolated 
and economically depressed areas. 

After working with the Indian tribes and Alaskan Natives 
this past 16 months, it is the conclusion of this writer that the 
two areas of greatest need to improve and expand tribal libraries 
are 1) increased funding and 2) u national Indian library 
technical assistance center. Tribal libraries will continue to 
•xiat but without substantive funding and a source to provide 
consultation, assistance and advice specifically for Indian 
tribes, some libraries will languish and be ineffective. While 
state libraries are sinoere in their intent to assist tribes, 
they can not be totally effective. Reasons for this are 

difficult for many non-Indiana to understand. They can be 
substantiated, however, they go beyond the scope of this report. 

Therefore it is the recommendation of this Program Director 
that legislation be developed in the future which will address 
the need for a national Indian library center. Such a center 
would provide support services to tribes and villages enabling 
them to better utilize their own resources and function in a more 
effective, professional manner.
